R A F . bombers meanwhile 
carried out “very extensive” over­ 
night raids, the B ritish reported, 
slashing a t the G erm an port of 
Bremen, nazi "invasion” ports, U- 
boat bases and other targets. 
An official Italian announcem ent 
said Germ an planes and pilots had 
been sent into Italy "to help the 
bitter aero-naval fight now develop­ 
ing in the M editerranean basin.” 
Aimed at Blockade 
In some quarters, this was taken 
to indicate th at an axis attem pt 
would be made to break the British 
sea blockade of Italy.

The order formed the first formal 
notice th at anyone in Adams coun­ 
ty has received of the decision on 
the m atter of dam age claim s th a t 
was reached following the public 
hearing which was held in H arris­ 
burg by the P.U.C. on Septem ber 12. 
The county commissioners, S ir a ban 
and Mi. Pleasant township road 
boards and some affected property 
owmers 
w-ere

Work to Cost $199,030 
The Western M aryland had offer­ 
ed to pay 50 per cent of the property 
damages w'hile the county com mis­ 
sioners had stated they w’ould pay 
up to $3,000,

the Septem ber 
hearing, testimony in behalf of both 
Mf. Pleasant and Straban 
town­ 
ships was to the effect th a t neither 
was able to pay any share of the 
damage claims. 
The order sets December 31, 1941, 
as the date for completion of the 
huge project which will involve an 
expenditure of $199,030.96 exclusive 
of the property damage payments. 
The general plan for the project, 
revised to some extent since the 
September hearing and subsequently 
labelled "satisfactory” by all parties 
concerned, calls for the elim ination 
of Guldens and Brush Run crossings 
and three side-road grade crossings.

Prices A [Hive Average for 
Potatoes, Dairy Products 


Washington, Jan. 2 <AP» -Penn­ 
sylvania farm ers were receiving bet­ 
ter than average prices for potatoes 
and dairy products in local m arkets 
on December 
15, the 
Agriculture 
departm ent has reported. 
Potatoes brought an average price 
of 65 cents a busiiel to Pennsylvania 
farmers, the D epartm ents m arket­ 
ing service said, which exceeded not 
only the national average of 54.9 
cents on th a t date, but also ex­ 
ceeded the New York and New Je r­ 
sey average prices of 55 and 60 
cents, respectively. 
Eggs brought Pennsylvania farm ­ 
ers an average of SLS cents u dozen 
compared witli 26 8 cents, the n a ­ 
tional average. New Jersey s aver­ 
age was 33.5 for this item and New 
York’s was 31. 
The Pennsylvania butter price ol 
34 cents was two cents below the 
average for New York and New 
Jersey but 3.5 cents above the n a­ 
tional average. 
Milk per hundred­ 
weight iii New York and Pennsyl­ 
vania was listed at $2.30, in New 
Jersey as $3.00 and nationally as 
$2.07.

BILLION MORE 
FOR ARMS SETUP 


Planes, Guns, Tanks, 
Munitions Plants To 
Be Requested 


Washington, Jan. 2 TAP)—Tile 
Army got ready today to ask the 
new congress for an additional $3,- 
000,000,000 to further its “ all-out” 
armament program. 
The sums to be asked after the 
new session opens tomorrow were 
reported approximately as follows: 
$1,000,000,000 for the production 
of 3,600 more bombing planes from 
parts made largely in existing auto­ 
mobile factories and assembled in 
four mid-western plants operated by 
aircraft companies. 
$1,600,000,000 for guns, tanks, planes 
and other material to round out 
equipment for an army of 2,000,000 
men. 
$400,000,000 for the construction of 
additional munitions plants to give 
the country sufficient reserve ca­ 
pacity to supply land forces of 4,- 
000.000 men in an emergency. 
Maintenance of Factories 
Plans call for maintenance of the 
munitions factories on a standby 
basis, siimlar to the role of Britain’s
